To  the  olTiuial  <leta:is  of  the  de- 
ftruflion  of  the  combined  fleets,  sve 
are  enabled  to  add  foiv.e  interelling 
particulars,  wliich  occurred  before 
and  during  ilie  atiion,  and  feme  cir- 
cumftanccs  relative  to  oiir  immortal 
Nelfon. — When  Lord  Nelfon  found 
that  by  his  Ikillful  manoeuvres,  he 
had  placed  the  enenw  in  fuch  a iitu- 
ation,  that  they  could  not  avoid  an 
engagement,  he  dilplayed  the  utmoft 
animation,  and  hisufual  confidence 
of  viflory  ; he  faid  to  Captain  Har- 
dy, and  the  other  otficers  wlio  fur- 
roundtd  him  on  the  quarter-deck, 
“ now  they  cannot  cl'cape  us  ; i 
' think  we  (liall  at  leaft  make  fure  of 
’ tio  of  them.  I fliall  probably  lofe  a 
leg,  but  that  will  be  purebafing  a 
viilorv  cheaplv.” — The  Viflorv,  his 
Lordihip's  fliip,  being  laflied  to  the 
Santiflirna  Trinidad,  his  Lordlhip 
•was  entirely  espofed,  as  well  to  the 
fire  of  the  cannon,  as  the  niufque 
try  from  the  tops,  from  which  a con- 
ftant  fire  was  kept  up.  He  wore 
the  infignia  of  the  Hath,  of  theCref- 
cent,  and  of  the  other  Orders,  the 
honorable  rewards  of  the  glorious 
exploits  which  he  had  atchieved.  So 
fplendida  mark,  could  not  fail  toat- 
^ tradl  the  notice  of  the  enemy,  and 
Captain  Hardy)  alarmed  for  his  fafe- 
tv,  repeatedly  entreated  him,  from 
the  commencement  of  the  adlion, 
to  change  his  coat;  but  his  mind 
was  too  much  occupied  with  the 
feene,  to  think  of  perlbnal  danger. 
About  the  middle  of  the  adlion,  his 
J.ordfliip’s  Secretary  was  killed  at 
Ills  fide  ; and  fliortly  after,  a mnlkct 
ball,  fired  from  the  tops  of  the  San- 
tillima  Trinidad,  grazed  his  Lord- 
lliip’s  flioulder,  and  entering  his  left 
brer.ll,  palled  through  his  lungs. 
The  Hero  inflaiitly  fell.  lie  was 
immediately  carried  below,  and  the 
furgeon  pronounced  the  wound  mor- 
tal. Ills  I.crdlhip  lived  about  an 
^ hour,  during  the  whole  of  which 
time,  he  remained  perledlly  colledl- 
c.l,  and  dil'played  the  fame  heroic 
magnanimity  in  the  arms  of  death, 
tlm  li.u!  marked  his  conduiSl  in  eve- 
ry action  of  his  glorious  life  ! A 
few  minutes  before  he  expired,  he 
ordered  Captain  Hardy  to  be  called 
to  him  ; when  the  Captain  came,  be 
alked  how  many  of  the  enemy’s 
Ihips  had  flritck  ? the  Captain  an- 
fwered,  that  as  nearly  as  he  could 
afeertain,  fifteen  fail  of  the  line  had 
(Iruck  their  colours.  His  Lordlhip 
then,  with  that  fervent  piety,  whicli 
as  Itrongly  marked  his  ch.aracler,  as 
skill  and  courage,  returned  thanks 
to  the  Almighty ; then  turning  to 
Captain  Hardy,  he  faid,  “ I know  1 
\ am  dying.  I could  have  willied  to 
Vjurvive,  to  breathe  my  lad  upon  Bri- 
^tilb  ground  ; but  the  will  of  God  be 
done.”  in  a few  moments  he  expir- 
ed !!! ! The  lad  lignal  Lord  Nel- 
fon made,  was  fucii  as  cannot,  and 
never  will  be  forgot — it  was  by  tel- 
^ egraphe — “ That  England  expeiSled 

that  every  man  would  do  his  duty.” 

^ Thus  died,  in  the  48th  year  of  his 
age,  the  greated  commander  that  e- 
ver  adorned  the  Brilidr  Navy,  leav- 
ing behind  hint — clorum  et  venera- 
bl'e  nomcn  geniibus^  name  dear  to 
Great  Britain,  and  an  example  of 
heroifm,  that  will  infpire  his  gallant 
companions  in  arms,  to  emulate  his 
virtues,  and  live  in  the  remembrance 
of  a grateful  poderit)’. 

It  may  excite  fomc  I’urprtfe,  that 
the  combined  deet,  though  fo  much 
fuperiot  in  number,  ihould  venture 
to  meet  a fleet  commanded  by  Lord 
Nell’on,  from  whom,  they  had  fled 
over  one  hulf  of  the  globe,  panic 
flruckai  his  name,  when  he  had  on- 
ly eleven  fail  of  the  line.

On  Monday,  the  km  indant,  at 
day-light,  when  Cape  Vrafalgar bore 
E.  by  S.  S.  about  7 leagues,  the 
enemy  was  difeovered  6 or  7 leagues 
to  the  Eadwarcl,  the  wind  about 
Wed,  and  very  light;  the  comman- 
der in  chief  immediately,  made  the 
fignal  for  the  fleet  to  bear  up  in  two 
columns,  as  they  formed  in  order  of 
failing,  a mode  of  attack  his  Lord- 
diiphad  previoiifly  diredicd,  to  avoid 
the  inconvenience  and  delay  of  for- 
ming a line  of  battle  in  the  ufual 
manner.

Marflial  Bernadotte  arrived  at  Munich 
on  the  20th  at  6 in  the  niornlng  ; he  liat 
made  8so  prifonei  s and  is  gone  in  pnrfuit 
ot  the  enemv.  Prince  Ferdinand  was  at 
Munich.  It  appears  that  the  prince  had 
abandoned  his  army  on  the  lller. 

Never  will  lb  many  events  be  decided 
in  left  time.  Before  a fortnig''t,  thedef- 
tinies  of  the  campaign  and  ot  the  Auflri- 
an  and  Iluflian  armies  will  be  fi-ted.
